“The worst weather or the 
face of the earth,” that’s how 
one person described the cold 
weather for William Howard 
Taft’s inauguration in 1909.

Harry Truman may have had 
the best comment about the 
weather on Inauguration Day.

Are Herbal Medicines Risk Free? 


(NAPS)—The popularity of 
herbal medicines is growing like a 
weed. These alternative medicine 
products made from plants are 
sold in health food.and grocery 
stores to relieve arthritis, head- 
aches, allergies, stress, and even 
the common cold. 

A new study at the NIH Warren 
Grant Magnuson Clinical Center, 
the federal government's biomedi- 
cal research hospital in Bethesda, 
Maryland, tracked herbal product 
use among its patients. 

The recently completed survey, 
given to 500 outpatients treated at 
the Clinical Center for chronic hep- 
atitis, arthritis, cancer or HIV, 
asked such questions as: 

* What percent of clinical 
research patients use herbals? 

* Are herbals affecting disease, 
health or research? 

* What problems could these 
herbs cause?

Safety is a concern with alterna- 
tive therapies despite the popular 
misconception that a “natural” ther- 
apy is without side effects.

"Those two areas are projecting big growth," 
said Carol Demas, a research associate working:

Currently, water supply for those areas is 
derived from wells tapping the Floridan aquifer 


- system, a massive limestone aquifer which 


exists beneath all of Florida and portions of 
South Carolina, Georgia and Alabama. Imple-

* demands of the year 2010 could potentially cre- 
*. até problems for sensitive wetlands, saltwater 


intrusion, and reduction in spring discharges. 
Because of the concern for adequately plan- 


ning for future water supplies, the state legisla- ««; 


> türé ordered the St; Johns River: Water Manage- 


ment District and othet water management dis- 
tricts to thoroughly evaluate water needs and 
sources through the year 2010 and beyond. The 
districts are charged with investigating prob- 
lems that could arise from the expected growth 
and developing alternative solutions to avoid 
problems from occurring. 

"There are too many possibilities because 


. there are just thousands of wells and-other 


: potential water sources in the area," Demas 


explained. 

*So, we're developing this tool that will help 
the St. Johns River Water Management District 
evaluate water allocation schemes that mini- 
mize the cost of meeting demands, while main- 
taining environmental standards at some criti- 
cal constrained levels." 

* To assist the St. Johns: district, the UF 
researchers are developing decision models to

determine optimum water allocation strategies 
to satisfy future public and agricultural water 


" demands. The models provide valuable insight 


as to potential water problem areas.and will 
assist water suppliers and managers in develop- 
ing appropriate future water supply alterna- 
tives. 

Alternative sources include E water , 
from rivers, interconnects between municipali- 
ties, saline water from deep within the aquifer 
and reclaimed water which can be used to meet 
non-potable water demands. "With so many pos- 
sible water allocation plans to consider, decision 
thodeling provides a useful tool for identifying 
the most cost-effective water allocation scenar- 
jos that minimize environmental impact,” 
Demas said. 

With the ability of the aquifer to transmit 
water varying greatly from one place to another, 
the placement of future wells is paramount. “All 
sites are not equal as far as hydrologic or envi- 
ronmental impacts," Demas said. "That's the 
bottom line.” 

Groundwater simulation models developed by 
the district show how various pumping schemes 
affect the water pressure and quality of me 
Floridan aquifer system. 

“The decision, model. will assist water resource

A comprehensive national retail industry sur- 
vey released in December reveals retailers lost 
$27 billion, or 1.87. percent of their total 1995 
annual sales to a combination of employee and 
customer theft, administrative error and vendor 
fraud. 

Results of the 1996 National Retail Security 
Survey (NRSS) indicate employee theft and 
shoplifting have a multibillion dollar impact on 
the economy. In 1995, American retail employ- 
ees stole more than $10.4 billion from their 


/"émployers, while retail customers - shoplifters - 


are estimated to have stolen more than $9.7 bil- 
lion. This year's loss percentage figure of 1.87 
percent is up slightly from last year's figure of 
1.83 percent. 

Thé survey was conducted by the Security, 
Research Project at the University of Florida 
and funded through an unrestricted research 
grant from Sensormatic Electronic Crop. It col- 
lected data via an anonymous questionnaire 
from 311 retail companies representing 24 dif- 
ferent vertical market segments, excluding 
restaurants, bars, vehicle dealers, auto service 
stations and direct catalog sales. 

Among the survey's highlights: 

* Loss prevention executives attributed 38.4 
percent of their annual shrinkage losses to 
employee theft, 35.8 percent to shoplifting, 19.4 
percent to administrative error and 6.4 percent 
to vendor theft. 

* The retail market segments reporting the 
highest levels of losses were camera and plioto 
(5.50 percent), optical (3.93 percent), recorded 

ic and video (2.50 percent), cards, gifts and 
novelties (2.49 percent), discount stores (2.14 
percent), jewelry (2.10 percent), department 
store (2.07 percent), specialty apparel (2.04 per- 
.cent) and furniture (2.02 percent); 

* Average or near average losses were report- 
ed in women's apparel (1.94 percent), books and 
nfagazines (1.91 percent), auto parts (1.82 per- 
cent), supermarkets and ‘grocery stores (1.78 
percent), drug stores (1.75 percent), toys and 
hobbies (1.63 percent), home center and hard- 
wáre stores (1.60 percent) and sporting-goods 
(1.50 percent). 

* The lowest levels of shrinkage were found 
amorig retailers who control access to their mer- 


chandise, such as liquor, wine and beer (0.39 
percent) and consumer electronics (0,33 per- 
cent). 

* Respondents reported an average loss 2 
$142.49 per shoplifting incident, $737.31 per 
employee theft incident and $2,410.33 per 
armed robbery incident. 

* Fourteen of the 25 loss prevention systems 
examined, including burglar and silent alarms, 
live closed circuit television, electronic article 
surveillance (EAS) anti-theft tags, “honesty 
shoppers,” drop safes, locks and chains, plain- 
clothed detectives and uniformed guards wer 
being used regularly by one-quarter or more D 
the respondents. 

“In today’s extremely competitive retail mar- 
ketplace, retailers cannot remain profitable 
incurring even minimal levéis of loss 
attributable to employee.theft, customer 
shoplifting, vendor, fraud or administrative 
error,”,said UF sociology Professor, Richard C. 
Hollinger, director of the study. “Over the past 
six years we have noted an increasing relianoj ) 
upon technologically sophisticated electronic 
devices to monitor the performance of retail 
personnel and the whereabouts of merchandise. 
and cash.” 

The National Retail Security Survey: projects 
that during the coming year shoppers will 
notice increased use of a number of new loss 
prevention technologies, including EAS tags 
and closed circuit television.

Brand names hinder school uniform policies«;

Prestigious labels on brand-name ‘clothes are 
so important to children thatthey jeopardize 
the success of much-touted school uniform poli- 
ties, says a University of Florida researcher. 

* “Uniform policies face significant competition 
from brand-riame clothes," said David Jamison, 
a UF marketing researcher. “Students place so 
much emphasis on brand-name clothing, they 
are likely to resist the policy.” - 

School uniform policies have captured nation- 
al attention lately, most visibly with: support 
fróm the Clinton administration as an antidote 
to discipline problems and other learning dis- 
tractions. 


In a study at Niblack, a Lake City, public 


school for sixth graders that implemented a vol- 
untary uniform policy last year, Jamison found 
that brand names were very important to stu- 
dents. An average of 3/5 brand names were 
mentioned in 114 student essays about the new 


policy, with 91 percent of the the youths saying 


brand names were a major reason why they 


wore what they wore, he said. 


“A lot of the student essays were very much 
concerned with fitting in,” Jamison said. “There 
were statements like ‘All boys wear Nikes' or 
"The only jeans I like to wear are Guess,’ There

were other brand names I hadn't heard of 


before I started reading these essays, but 
apparently they’ re very popular with amet 


“olds.” 


Not everyone, however,- reported avin a 
happy experience with these much sought-after 


.products."Ohe young lady talked about not 


watching commercials for Arizona jea 
because they made her sad that she couldn’ aX 
afford them,” he said. -~ 

Jamison was-surprised to find greater support 
for the policy among females than males. “That 
seems to be counterintuitive because the image ' 
is that females are more concerned about cloth- 
ing," he said. 

The policy enjoys more support among 
females, as well as minorities and the poor, as 
Jamison found, perhaps because it removes the 
pressure to conform. These groups liked n4 
having to.buy the right piece of clothing to fit 
in, he said. - 

But students in Jamison’s study who said 


-they thought clothes were good indicators of 


'coolness' and status markers were likely to 
reject the idea of uniforms, he said. 

Jamison does not believe voluntary policies 
havé much chance of success with students as 
young as 11 and 12 years old.

Hunting and fishing license 
system gets major overhaul 


Florida’s anglers and hunters 
will'find licenses much easier to 
come by, starting Feb: 1. 

Susan Wodd, the Gamé and 
Fresh Water Fish Commission's 
(GFC) chief of licensing and 
permitting, said the stamp sys- 
tem that makes up the current 
licensing process will expire on 
the last day of January, Xo be 
replaced hy four other options. 

Hie said the “universal 
license" will be available for all 
counties and subagents. This 
option will amount to a single 
card that will enable sellers to 
sist all privileges the buyer pur- 
chases. 

The “computerized license” 
will be a-second option in some 
counties. It will enable sellers to 
create the licénse at the point of 


duis t pude 


their licenses over the phone 
have a "toll-free telephone. 
option”: ead their disposal to 
_ enable thém to use credit cards 


to obtain licenses almost 
instantly. Projected launch date 
for the toll-free licensing system 
is'May 1. 

The-“Internet system" will 
enable anyone with access to 
the internet and a credit card to 
obtain licenses immediately by 
filling out a simple-form on the 
GEC's web site. 

Also, Florida will begin-offer- 
ing non-residents a three-day 
freshwater fishing license for 
$5, and trapping licenses—will 
cóst $25 for residents E 
residents. 

Wood said the 1996 Legisla- 
ture approved the changes to 
enable the GFC to offer more 
convenient methods of license 
sales and eliminate license cate- 
gories that. jest almost no 
revenue. 

Residents, 65 yours old or old- - 
er, will have the option of.carry-" 
ing free senior citizen‘ licenses 
or other proof. e age and resi- 
dency. 


Disabled persons who obtain 
disability licenses after Jan. 1, 
will need to renew their licensés 
every five years but will be 
required to document their dis- 
ability only once. 

Students from other states no 
longer will qualify for resident 
licenses. New residents will not 
qualify for resident licenses 
until they have lived-in Florida 
six months and must possess a 
Floridà drivér's license, register 
to vote in Florida, register their 
vehicles in Florida or file home- 
stead exemptions. 

"Another important change 
involves hunters from Georgia," 
Wood, said. “They will be able to 
purchase 10-day nonresident 
hunting licenses for $25 rather 
than the $121 they paid in the 


past. 

"The GFC also will eliminate 
the $15, 10-day nonresident 
hunting preserve license and 
the $100 nonresident trapping
